Steele’s Pansies for Glacier Park 
Lodge are germinated in the Monroe 
greenhouse of the Great Northern 
Railway by the horticultural staff 
headed by Mr. Tony De Rooy, Super- 
visor of Parks for the Railway. They 
are planted in January and+»trans- 
planted into 3” peat pots set in flats. 
This is done in order to reduce the 
shock of transplanting to the park 
grounds where they are shipped in 
early May. By May Ist the plants are 
beginning to show buds and suffer 
practically no set-back, due to the peat 
pots. They are watered twice with a 
transplanting solution and make an 
excellent display by June 15th, the 
hotel opening date.

These Steele’s Pansies were seeded in the greenhouse 
in October and germinated in 7 days. First transplanting 
took place the first part of December. Pansies were re- 
planted in plant bands the last of January. In February 
were taken out of the greenhouse and placed outside 
under cover. Pansies were ready for the retail market 
by end of March.
